PLAN IS APPROVED 


Commissioners Send Pro- 
posed Amendment to As- 
sembly for Passage. 


Fulton county commissioners 
yesterday approved a _ proposed 
constitutional amendment to es- 
tablish a pension system for Ful- 
ton county employes and sent the 
measure to the Georgia assembly 
for sanction of that body. 

In its action, the commission 
joined Richmond county in asking 
for permissi-. to provide $50 
monthly maximum pensions for 
employes serving 25 years. Other 
provisions of the measure are that 
the last five years shall have been 
served continuously and that the 
recipient shall be 60 years old. 
Employes will contribtue 2 per 
cent of their earnings to the fund 
to become eligible. 

The fund will be supplemented 
by county contributions to be made 
by special levies for that purpose. 

If approved, thep lan will sup- 
plant a special pension bill which 
is now sought for Fulton county 
police department members, while 
employes of the schoo] department, 
now operating a pension system 
independently of other county em- 
ployes have the right to join the 
new program or continue under 
their present program. Pensioned 
school employes get a maximum 
of $60 a month. 

The new pension bill will not 
apply to employes in offices where 
there are elective heads. These 
are tax receiver and tax collector, 
clerk of the superior court, sheriff, 
ordinary, solicitor general and so- 
licitor of the criminal court of 
Fulton county.

ONE WORD MORE

WAR BETWEEN THE STATES No state in the Union has 


gone so far with the vicious 
and un-American state tariff legislation as Wisconsin. There is 
growing in America a system of setting up economic walls about 
states which have for their purpose the protection of the industries 
and the products of those states. They evade the constitution. They 
are short-sighted in that any such policy, if generally adopted, 
would lead to real economic chaos. 

Driving along southern highways one sees advertised Wisconsin 
butter. The butter industry in Georgia needs help and encourage- 
ment. Yet the dairy industry of the state has not attempted to put 
any pressure on the legislature to prohibit butter from other states 
crossing the borders into Georgia. 

Some years ago Wisconsin passed a state law which placed a 
prohibitive tax on margarine when manufactured from southern 
oils. The tax per pound was 15 cents and there were other taxes 
on dealers and retailers. The middle-west dairy lobby actually 
was able to have congress pass a law restricting the manufacture 
and sale of margarine even though its food value is undisputed and 
its record of pure food violations is far superior to those of the 
butter industry, according to the records of the federal government. 

Now comes the states of Wisconsin with another bill. If passed, 
it practically would prohibit one of the south’s greatest industries, 
vegetable shortening, from going to the Wisconsin markets. 

The bill, as introduced about mid-January, provides a tax of 
15 cents per pound and imposes unreasonable license fees on re- 
tailers, manufacturers and wholesalers. The bill is defined as a 
“revenue bill.” 


A $200,000,000 INDUSTRY Cottonseed oil and peanut oil 
is used in the manufacture of 
margarine. The value of the southern cottonseed crop alone an- 
nually is about $200,000,000. About 80 per cent of this money is 
obtained from the manufacture and sale of vegetable shortening. 

The census of manufactures shows the value, in 1937, as $239,- 
500,000 from shortening, vegetable cooking oils and salad oils. The 
south supplies most of the oil. It makes a pure, wholesome product. 

The manufacture of margarine is a case in point. Oil, milk and 
salt are made into an emulsion. The emulsion is churned and made 
into margarine. It is packaged and human hands touch; in the en- 
tire process, only the completed package in which is wrapped the 
margarine. It is pure and wholesome. 

It may not be colored. The package of coloring is placed in the 
larger package with the margarine. It is the same coloring used 
to color butter and cheese. Once the grasses go, milk fails to con- 
tain enough coloring. The Wisconsin manufacturers of butter may, 
as may those of other states, color their butter and cheese when it 
is so lacking, with the same substance the manufacturers of mar- 
garine may not use in their product. The housewife must mix in 
the coloring. It’s all right for her so to do. But unlawful for the 
manufacturer. All of which is ridiculous. 

Margarine is taxed and subjected to unfair legisiation because 
it is cheap and yet wholesome, pure and possessed of excellent food 
values. It uses Georgia’s peanut oils and Georgia’s cottonseed oils. 


Certainly, the way to success in the struggle 
against unemployment is not through unfair 
discriminations against one section, or one 
State, against another. Nor is it through the 
costly maintenance of organizations which 
must be paid for by all sections, all states, all 
taxpayers, eventually, on equal basis. 

Economy in expenditures, rather than con- 
tinued mounting deficits, a lightening of the 
tax load instead of increasing it, and encour- 
agement to private industry, point the general 
road which must be taken. Similarly there 
should be an end to government competition 
with private investment and private enterprise 
in fields which, rightfully, do not call for gov- 
ernment participation. 

These things, together with a lessening of 
the labor monopoly now held, in many lines, by 
powerful unions, so that the competent and 
worthy worker may share in the jobs available, 
must someday be done. The sooner the better 
for the future of the entire nation. 
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PRESERVING FOODS 

The human animal, like some of the dumb 
creatures, early discovered that unless he laid 
by the surpluses of one season against the 
wants of another, he would starve. 

So preserving foods for future consumption 
became one of man’s earliest and greatest prob- 
lems. Millions of deaths down through the 
ages, the causes of which were complete mys- 
teries to modern man’s benighted ancestors, 
could no doubt be attributed to spoiled food. 
But the best the primitive man could do by 
way of storing his food was drying the flesh of 
animals and a few fruits in the sun. As he be- 
came more enlightened, however, he discovered 
better foods and developed improved methods 
of preserving them.

LONDON, Jan. 30.—(4)—The

Highest Ranking Appellate 
Jurist Denies Charges 
of $400,000 Loans. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—(?)— 
Martin T. Manton, white-haired 
senior judge of the second Unit- 


'ed States circuit court of appeals 


and nation’s highest ranking jurist

cusations that he accepted more 
than $400,000 in loans from per- 
sons. interested in cases which 
came before his bench. 

He categorically denied any 
wrongdoing, but said he preferred 
to step down rather than to be 
“the central figure in a econtro- 
versy, no matter what its out- 
come, that could be seized upon 
by malicious minds to cast re- 
flection upon the court . . or to 
weaken public confidence in the 
general administration of justice.” 

His resignation—transmitted to 
President Roosevelt to be effec- 
tive no later than March 1—will 
not end a three-sided inquiry into 
the charges brought against him. 

In Washington, Attorney Gen- 
eral Frank Murphy made clear 
that a “thorough investigation” by 
the Justice Department would go 
on; here, New York County Dis- 
trict Attorney Thomas E. Dewey 
said he was considering a ‘“‘possi- 
ble criminal prosecution under the 
income tax laws of the state,” and 
United States District Attorney 
Gregory F. Noonan said any evi- 
indicating criminal viola- 
tion of federal statutes would be
